His face deeply tanned, Dr. 
Thompson paused a moment from 
hig routine duties in his office at 
2:30 this afternoon and related 
experiences aboard the powerless 
little craft. 

“At about 12:30 o’clock yester- 
day noon, Bob Stump and I left 
the Catalina Island fishing waters 
for home,” he explained. ‘A short 
distance ahead we noted a big fish. 
We trailed {t for some distance, 
and then headed for home. 

“It was about 3 o’clock when the 
motor stopped. It was then we 
realized we were without gaso- 
line. We made sails out of our 
coats and tried to attract passing 
ships but they didn’t pay any at- 
tention to us. Soon it got so dark 
there was no hope of being seen. 
The waves were high. Water had 
splashed in on us. We were wet 
and cold. I guegs we slept some 
during the night, but you can be 
sure it was very little. 

“At daybreak this morning, we 
had drifted south, down about Dana 
Point. I think we were nine miles 
out at sea. That is far from the 
regular course taken by fishing 
boats. So Bob fashioned some pad- 
dies out of a wooden tool box in 
the boat. Then we went at it and 
tried to get back to where some 
boata might be passing and pick us 
up.” 

An airplane from the coast 
guard patrol sighted the men this 
morning. Gasoline was soon pro- 
vided and within a few hours they 
were back at the Thompson home. 

“The boat is all right,” Dr. 
Thompson added. “Only after this 
we are going to be sure there is 
‘plenty of gasoline.”

ATWOOD 
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MORE STUDENTS IN 
SCHOOLS LIKELY 


Local Attendance Increase and 
. Gain in State Is 
Predicted 


Increased attendance at Chaf- 
fey high school is likely next fall 
and school officials are today pre- 
paring for a near record enroll- 
ment, Throughout the state @ 
gain in high school attendance 
is reported to be very noticeable. 
Attendance at all the high 
‘schools was considerably greater 
during the year just closed than 
in the previous year. 

Walter E. Morgan, assistant 
superintendent of public instruc- 
ticn, has analyz:d the average 
daily attendance figures. He also. 
revealed that the birth rate trend 
ig also upward. <A. few years, 
prior to last year there was a 
decline in the birth rate, he said. 

There was an increase in the 
averag2 ‘attendance in the state 
enrollment in graded day classes 
of 35,262 in the last six years. 

There were 16,907 fewer kin- 
dergarten pupils attending the 
public schools last year than for 
the year 1930-31 

Not all o fthe décrease it at- 
tributed to a lower birthrate. 
The 1933 legislation raising the 
entrance age. accounted for some 
of the drop. 

From 1931 to 1935 the kinder- 
garten attendance fell off 22 per 
cent but in the 1935-36 school year 
an increase of 1.1 per cent was 
recorded. This is the basis for Mor- 
gan’'s optimism and conclusion that 
the trend may be upward for some 
years to cone. 

Grades one to four also dis- 
closed a sharp decrease, the down- 
ward curve being uniform except 
for 133-34 when there was a slight 
increase. There were 135,000 first 
graders for the 1930-31 school 
year. Last year there were only 
112,332. 

Decreases for the next three 
grades were quite similar. 

From the fifth grade on, how- 
ever, there was a-healthy increase 
instead of a shrinkage in total at- 
tendance. 

Morgan says in his analysis: 

“It will be noted that state en- 
rollment reached its peak in the 
kindergarten and in each of grades 
one to four, inclusive, during 1930- 
31, and that in each of these grades 
there was practically a continuous 
decrease throughout the following 
five years, In the kindergarten the 
decrease from 1930-31 to 1934-35 
was nearly; 22 per cent, or over 5 
per cent a year, with an increase 
of 1.1 per cent in 1935-36 evidenc- 
ing a possible continuing increase 
during the next few years.”

As He Rambled the Middle West 


On our stops through the middle 
west we missed having hot water 
ready at the turn of a faucet. We 
did not realize until we went back 
what it means to have gas piped 
throughout the country and smaller 
towns, During the months when 
it is necessary to have the furnace 
going to heat the house—which is 
usually seven or eight months of 
the year—there is plenty of hot 


| water, as there is a pipe line from 


the water heater to the furnace. 
But during the midsummer when 
one wants to take a bath the water 
has to-be specially heated and car- 
ried to the bath tub—or a special 
water heater lighted to supply hot 
water for the bath. Or, perhaps 
if the old-time wood range is used 
in the kitchen the water may be 
piped through it. However, oil 
stoves are in general use for cook- 
ing during the summer months, 


While there are some trailers in 
that part of the country, they are 
by no means as numerous as in 
Southern California, where they 

ve assumed the proportions of a 
Nuisance at times. Likewise, there 
are not as many tourist camps—or 
motels as we sometimes call them 
here. However, there are many 
homes in the middle west which 
have signs out telling they have 
rooms to rent to tourists—these 
ranging from some of the best res- 
idences down to those which do not 
look so inviting to the tourist. 
Tourist camps there, as a rule, are 
not as elaborate as most of those 
in California and do have the mod- 
ern conveniences. Most of them 
we saw really did not look very 
inviting—so ‘we stayed in homes 
instead. 


It appeared to us that hitch hik- 
ers were as numerous as at any 
time during the worst days of the 
depression. But it is our opinion 
that many of these are hitch hik- 
ing from choice rather than neces- 
sity. <A large proportion of them 
were young .men—and were too 
well dressed to appear to be in need 
of free transportation. Judging 
from many stories we have heard 
of boys “thumbing” 
about the country, we are of the 
opinion thousands of them are do- 
ing it for the fun they get out of 
it. Southern California also has 
more than its share of these—and 
we doubt if there is any place where 
they are more numerous than in 
the territory between Upland and 
San Bernardino. Many of such 
hitch hikers are more or less on the 
lookout for jobs—if they get them 
they stay here and if they do not 
they go back where they came 
from. And they see a lot of sights 
at very little expense.

Mr. and Mrs. Engle and their 


thnze daughters recentiy arrived 
from the Brethren in Christ mis- 
sion at Sahcrsa on a year’s fur- 
lough and are now located at 640 
North Third avenue, 

Mr. Engle is the son of Mr. 
and Mrs. B. F. Engle and came 
to Upland in 1919, living here 
until going to India seven years 
ago. 

Mrs. Engle is the former Miss 
Lucille Eyer, daughter of Isaac 
Eyer, and has spent most of her 
life in Upland. 

Their eldest dauhter, Ardys, 
now past 12 years cf age, was 
five and a half years old when 
her parents went to India. Her 
sisters, Mary Lou, six, and Phyl- 
lis Jean, four, were born in In- 
dia, but they are quick to refute 
any suegestion that they are In- 
dians. 

‘Saharsa is betwen 350 and 400 
miles slightly northeast of Calcut- 
ta. Distance in India, the mis- 
sionaries explained, cannot be 
measured by so many hours by 
traim, as is dome here, because 
the trains are cperated almost 
without regard for speed or 
schedule. 

The territory serv:d by the 
Saharsa mission extends north 
to the borders of those two small 
countries, Nepal and GShutan, 
which separate the Indian prov- 
ince from Tibet and in which no 
missionary is permitted. 

The inhabitants of that prcv- 
ince are of several religions, 
principally Hinduism and Mo- 
hammedanism, with the Hindus 
‘being in the majority. It is con- 
sidered one of the most back- 


_ Ward sections of India, the peo- 


ple being strictly orthodox in 
their religion, superstitions and 
customs and the least tolerant 
of other faiths, particularly the 
Christian religion. 

When''a Hindu in that district 
embraces Christianity he faces 
virtual ostracism by his people. 
Neither Hindu nor Mohammedan 
Object to receiving aid from the 
missionaries when they are in 
need and it is largely through 
medical care_and other assistance 
that the mission workers are 
able to first reach them with 
their Christian teaching. Such 
opportunities, of course, occur 
most frequently among the low- 
er castes and the untouchables, 
the haughty Brahming remaining 
aloof and indifferent. 

However, there seldom is any 
show of open hostility to the 


Christians, courteous treatment 
being the rule. 
the geven years of 


their sojourn there, Mr. Engle 
stated, only one time was he 
spoken to insultingly, and at that 
time his meager knowledge of 
the language saved him from 
Imowing all that was said. 

Mr. and Mrs. Engle learned to 
epeak Hindi, the language used 
in their province, and they went 
down to Benares, the sacred city 
on the Ganegs, to take their ex- 
aminations in the language. 

Before leaving for India, Mr. 
Engle visited hospitals in Los 
Angeles and learned something 
of first aid practices and the use 
of simple remedies, and during his 
mission work he continued to 
etudy medical books, as did Mrs. 
Engle. and many times they have 
found their knowledge cf great 
value in caring for the sick and 
distreased. 

The fertile plains about Sahar- 
sa produce Tice, flax, sugarcane, 
etc., in commercial quantities 
and th2 natives grow practically 
everything they need fer their 
support. °
